There will also be visible 
participation by Navin Broth¬ 
ers, our cafeteria service, dur¬ 
ing which no styrofoam will be 
used because of the harm it 
causes to our surroundings. 
“Environmental Awareness 
Day” will be a Dress Down 
Day for students wishing to 
donate to the environmental 
cause. The ideas for this day 
range from student debates to 
art, photography and music. 

Many of us, when we think 
of environment, think of some¬ 
thing so isolated from us and 
something only “nature 
freaks” care about. Without a 
healthy environment, we can¬ 
not exist. Look out your 
window, go to a park, BE 
AWARE of what is happening 
around you, and, with your 
own personal effort, we may 
just reach our goal of a society 
that is more in harmony with 
the environment.

I have read your article entitled “Domino’s Does It Better!” 
(Christmas issue of Highpoint) and I hope you will give me 
an opportunity to address each of the issues which were raised. 

Firstly, price and quality are directly related. Navin 
Brothers Food Service Systems makes a practice of using 
only the finest quality products from name brand companies 
(i.e. Tyson Chicken, Gabilis Kinish, Perdue Turkey Breast, 
Heinz Ketchup, Columbo Yogurt). As a result, the prices 
might be somewhat higher than what you, as students, might 
be willing to pay. However, we feel that our goal of making 
appetizing and healthy choices available at a fair price is 
being met. 

We feel that we do offer a variety of foods for the students* 
selection. Generally, we serve two hot main lunches daily— 
sometimes even three. In addition, we have three hot side 
orders—fries, kinish, soup du jour. Our sandwich and cold 
salad availability is vast. You may choose from a minimum of 
seven sandwiches, chef salad, tossed salad, tuna salad platter, 
or pasta primavera, and your choice of dressings even includes 
a low-calorie dressing. 

We have recently installed new ice cream freezers and 
have overhauled all of the refrigeration so that ice cream and 
milk stay frozen and cold respectively. However, on occasion 
a spoiled product may slip through inadvertently. The 
cafeteria staff consists of humans, and accordingly, there is 
room for error. It is possible for this to happen even in the 
finest of restaurants. We do our best to serve only the 
freshest dairy products. If you happen to purchase a spoiled 
dairy product, just return it to one of the ladies, and she will 
be happy to replace it. 

As far as the organization of lines is concerned, that 
greatly depends upon the cooperativeness of the student body. 
The women who work in the cafeteria do their best to provide 
an orderly flow of students; however, I am sure they do not 
appreciate being trampled.

If it hadn’t been for Michael 
Monroe, the American public 
might never have been ex¬ 
posed to bands such as Guns 
n’ Roses, Skid Row, Def Lep¬ 
pard, or Motley Crue. Monroe’s 
former band, Hanoi Rocks in¬ 
spired streetwise Glam Rock. 
Hanoi Rocks was on the verge 
of hitting it big in America, 
when the accident occurred— 
the band’s drummer, Razzle, 
was killed while riding in a 
car driven by Motley Crew’s 
lead vocalist, Vince Neil. Neil 
survived the crash, and Motley 
Crue went on to become one 
of the biggest metal acts of 
the decade (why Hanoi Rocks, 
shaken by Razzle’s death, split 
up). 

Five years later, in an at¬ 
tempt to make a comeback, 
Monroe released his first solo 
album, “Not Fakin’ It.” He

Guitarist Andy McCoy has 
signed to PolyGram, bassist 
Sammy Yaffa is now in Jet- 
boy, and Nasty Suicide has 
been in many different band 
lineups. Now, Monroe's band 
includes Paul Garisto on 
drums, J.D. Malo on brass, and 
guitarists John Sierra and 
Johnny Angle. 

While Monroe’s solo career 
may be going great, can he 
alone take the place of Hanoi 
Rocks? Maybe, but Michael 
Monroe is still proud of Hanoi 
Rocks: “I think it was a 

specal band. We never cared 
about business, we just wanted 
to play and have fun. It was 
honest.” 

Hanoi Rocks still lives in 
the hearts and minds of many 
people. It had a lasting im¬ 
pact on the music of today 
and will never be forgotten.

This year, the fine arts dept, 
plans to make the fine arts 
show the best it’s ever been. 
The theme of the art show this 
year is Art & Music of the 60’s. 

The art show will take place 
on April 6, from 7-9 pm on 
Friday night. The first floor of 
Bishop Ford will be open to 
show artwork, photos, video 
and music. The students will 
display and perform work to 
make it a true “happening.” 

I was lucky enough to get 
a chance to talk with Mrs. 
Busiello, who gave me a lot 
of information about the Art 
Show: “To reflect Art and 
Music of the 60’s, the fine 
arts dept, wanted to product 
something that would be very 
outstanding. In a discussion 
with my students, we talked 
about visual images, and how 
you get them, and how you 
get ideas.” 

After this, they discussed 
music. The song “We Didn’t 
Start the Fire” by Billy Joel 
reflected many images. They 
felt it was perfect for the 
overall theme of the art show, 
because it covered many of 
the events that happened be¬ 
tween 1949 and 1989. 

To begin, they listed all the 
words to the song, and re¬ 
searched the events. They had 
to go through massive tons of 
magazines to find images, but 
it was worth it. The results 
were fantastic. 

The Bishop Ford seniors 
painted a mural design of 
Billy Joel’s popular song. The 
mural is 16 ft. long, 4 ft. tall, 
and one of the best art works 
that I’ve ever seen. It is 
basically a cluster of paint¬ 


ings, all relating to each other 
in some way. It is colorful 
and very interesting. 

The mural includes James 
Dean, Mickey Mouse, a space 
shuttle, a representation of 
the Communist Bloc, a hippie, 
the symbol for Black Power, 
television, Superman bursting 
out of a phone booth, Martin 
Luther King, Peter Pan, and 
Nixon wearing an I Like Ike 
button. (Nixon is mentioned 
at the end of the song be¬ 
cause he was president, but 
he is also mentioned at the 
beginning because he was 
Eisenhower’s vice president). 

The social studies classes got 
involved by finding material 
on the song. Their teachers 
were extremely helpful getting 
information about the topics; 
they explained them to their 
classes and assigned reports 
on these topics. The studio art 
classes illustrated these re¬ 
ports, which will be displayed 
at the fine arts show. 

The television / communica¬ 
tions dept, is developing a 
documentary video about the 
mural, “We Didn’t Start The 
Fire,” which will be shown at 
the fine arts show. 

Mr. Ozga made a tape of 
music videos of the 60’s that 
will be shown. It is called 
“Ready, Steady, Go,” and 
feaures videos by performers, 
such as the Beatles. 

Billy Joel’s music will be 
performed by choral music 
students at the art show. 

Mrs. Busiello feels that 
everyone in the dept, was ex¬ 
tremely helpful and hard 
working.

At the Brown Invitational, held at Brown University in 
Rhode Island, the Falcons made an impressive showing. The

2nd in the Varsity 3,200 Meter Relay.
